Certain men specialise there- 
fore in exaggerated grimaces when 
they are undergoing pain, (and let 
there be no misunderstanding that' 
they often do undergo pain). Others 
have struts .and footwork of 4 
nature that is more “showmanship” 
than necessity, : 

For instance, there is wrestling 
in the “all-in” circles a certain 
negro who calls himself the Black 
Devil: He adds to his great skill,’ 
showmanship, which includes the 
beating of his massive chest to pro- 
duce an awe-inspiring noise, and the 
letting out of howls whenever he 
feels a collar-bone lock, for example, 
tightening across his head ani 
shoulders. These mannerisms of the 
negro neither add to, nor detract |: 
from his wreatling skill. There are 
many people, however (inevitable 
dn a crowd), whe pay more atten- 
tion to the tricks of the trade than 
to the wrestling itself.

Following the disappearance of 
the yourig man, a demand was made 
from his father the following day 
for the payment of $10,000 for his 
release. The letter containing this 
demand forms the subject of the 
second. charge against the accused, 
Cheung Sau-fu. 

After several lettera had been 
written and meetings taken . place, 
part of the ransom money was paid, 
but the kidnappers broke faith and 
demanded a larger sum before the 
victim would be handed over. It 
was during the negotiations for the 
pryment of the extra sum that the 
young man's body was found, 
There were indications that the vic- 
tim had been tortuxed: by his cap- 
tors before being put to death in a 
most cruel manner.

Any scheme must restrict produc- 
tion to.an extent which in reagon- 
able time would reduce stock to 
normal proportions and co-ordinate 
the supply..and demand. It was 
quite impracticable to get’ any 
scheme ‘to control native production. 
He regretted the Confewence's 
failure to produce a scheme, but was 
sure that the negotiators were 
right.—Reuter.
